2. In section 2 of the Salaries and Allowances of Members of 
Parliament Act, 1954 , in clause (d ) , 

30 of 1954 . 
(a ) for the words " for the purpose of attending such session 
or sitting or for the purpose of attending to such other business " , 
the following shall be substituted , namely : 

" and actually attends such session or sitting or such 
other business" . 

(b ) after sub -clause (ii) , the following shall be inserted , 
pamely : 

" (ili) the days on which the House of Parliament, during 10 
its session , does not sit ;"

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


At present Members of Parliament draw daily allowance without 
attending sessions of Parliament by signing the attendance roll every 
14th day . The daily allowance is to be paid when a Member actual 
ly does Parliamentary work and not when he absents himself from 
it. 


The amendment seeks to remove the above anomaly and to make 
the provisions of the Aot just and equitable .
